Whether or not the League of Nations 


elects to take jurisdiction over the un- 
pleasantness between Italy and Greece, 
Greece "6 appeal io that body places her in 
a strong moral position between the 
world. 
Because Greece, in a state of 


semi-prostration as a result of her recent 
•war -with Turkey and internal troubles, is 
•virtually compelled to seek intervention 
lay the League is no argument against the 
justice of her case. 
There is the usual 


dispute about the identity of the men who 
murdered the members of ths Italian 
boundary commission. 
They may have 


been Greeks and they may have been Al- 
banians. Motive could easily be found to 
move either to the commission of ?uch a 
crime, but whoever the murderers may be 
nobody 
believes 
the 
government 
at 


Athens had 'a hand in it. 
. 


Greece offered to make apologies, 


to fire honorary salutes and to pay an in- 
demnity to the families of the men who 
were killed. This did not satisfy Musso- 
lini. His demands were peremptorv and 
drastic, and seem to have been conceived 
in a special purpose to humiliate Greece. 
Xo government could so humble itself 
without inviting revolt, and when Athens 
refused Mussolini seized Corfu and some 
adjacent islands. In the peace settlement 
Italy disclosed a decidedly imperialistic 
policy. - Her demands for "territory and 
for power over the Adriatic and in the 
near East were so advanced and so in- 
sistent that they nearly broke up the con- 
ference. 
It is possible she may have a 


greater desire to hold Corfu than to re- 
ceive the satisfaction she may be entitled 
to for the murder of her officers. 
In that 


event her aims would be aggressive and 
not punitive. 


The Italian ultimatum is not unlike 


that which Austria delivered to Serbia in 
1914 when the stage was set for^he 
'^orld war. The difference is that Italy 
is acting for herself, whereas Austria 
was serving the aims- of another and 
greater power. 
Italy will not app»ar 


well before the world if she undertakes 
imperialism at the expense of Greece. It 
is true there may be no one to prevent or 
to dislodge her. provided she defies the 
League of Nations, but the consequences 
of an act of this character in plain con- 
travention of her oath when-she joined 
the League might cost her more in the 
long run than she imagines, just as the 
gentleman who now resides in retirement 
at Doom lived to discover.

The League is the proper agency to 


settle the trouble. So far as Italian sen- 
sitiveness is concerned, Greece stands 
ready lo appease it with indemnity and 
apology.

bition of the pistol. Good judgment will, 


•\y<? believe, concede that the revolver has 
its proper place as/an instrument of pro- 
tection, and that the principal need is reg- 
ulation that will give protection. Califor- 
nia has recently enacted a law to control 
the sale and use of firearms. It is a con- 
servative measure, designed for protec- 
tion rather than prohibition and it seems 
to us that it should be effective for the 
purposes intended. 
The salient points 


in this new law are: 


None but citizens, personally known, 


or properly identified to a licensed deal- 
er in firearms, are permitted to purchase 
revolvers. A record of sales must be filed 
with the police. 


Owners of such firearms are not per- 


mitted to carry them on their persons 
without a license from the police. x 


Dealers are not permitted to display 


pistols or revolvers. 


Manufacturers serial numbers, or oth- 


er identifying marks, must not be al- 
tered or erased. 


Persons who have been convicted of a 


felony and aliens are not permitted to pos- 
sess pistols. 


Carrying concealed weapons without 


permit is punishable as a misdemeanor. 


This is a sensible #nd effective way to 


deal" with the problem of gun-toting.' It 
is Intended to represent the sane ounce of 
prevention that is worth a pound of cure. 
Gun-toting is a menace to life and to law 
and order wherever it is permitted indis- 
criminately. Enforcement of the Califor- 
nia statute would make it difficult for ir- 
responsible persons and those criminally 
inclined to obtain firearms. It imposes 
severe penalties for violations and it for- 
bids display of pistols or revolvers. 


If we had conserted action of this kind 


in all of the states it would reduce the 
menace to life and public safety enormous- 
ly. It is a strange fact that vicious poli- 
tics trains with thugs and criminals of 
various sorts. 
This kind of politics will 


not raise its hand to put an end to gun- 
toting. 
"When the country really cleans 


house politically it Tvill be in a position to 
bring about not only this but many other 
needed reforms. 


THE PINCHOT SETTLEMENT PLAN 


A" few weeks ago the United States coal 


commission, reviewing conditions in the 
eastern coal fields, stated that the quan- 
tity of anthracite was limited, relative to 
the demand, that the hard coal, industry 
contained all the elements of monopoly. 
This statement has some practical bearing 
on the plan of settlement of wage and 
working conditions which Gov. Pinchot 
has'submitted to the miners and oper- 
ators, and it indicates that the Pinchot 
plan, though it may be modified, is likely 
to be adopted. 


If the supply of anthracite is'so' limit- 


ed that a monopoly exists the consumer 
who preferred hard coal to coke or bitum- 
inous coal would be able to pay the sixty 
cents which it is estimated the plan -would 
add to even.- ton sold. 
However, the 


Pennsylvania executive says that the con- 
sumer -will not have to bear th|v increase, 
as he will later on suggesl a method of 
absorbing it in transportation and distri- 
bution. 


Officials of the miners' union explain 


that domestic anthracite will carry the ex- 
tra sixty cents, but that the anthracite 
sold for industrial purposes will have to 
be marketed at a price adjusted to bi- 
tuminous conditions. 
In any event, in- 


dustry has the alternative of using high 
grade bituminous coal, and if anthracite 
is a monopoly price is a question for the 
buyer to determine. 


There can be no objection to the stand- 


ard -eight-hour-day or to the principle of 
collective bargaining. The operators can 
justly take the position that organized la- 
bor shouH not rely on them to collect 
union dues or to perform any similar func- 
tion. VTho plan is unusual, hut it is prob- 
ably Mjited to a monopolistic industry in 
wh:ch there has been much discord be- 
tween Capital and labor.

It Is becoming the fashion of life insurance com 


panics to render policy holders what they term 
extension or longevity service without cost. One 
such company sends mo an outline of such a plan 
and requests me to give my opinion of it. It is the 
plan of this company to give the policy holder an 
annual physical examination, Including a complete 
urlnalysis consisting of 11 microscopical and 
chemical tests, also a semiannual urinalysis anc 
each six months tho medical staff of tho companj 
will review the physical record of each policy holder 
and furnish a report to tho policy holder with a let' 
ter of comment or advice that tho policy holder go 
to his physician about tho abnormal finding. 


Another insurance company has recently extend- 


ed its free urinalysis plan (which has proved of 
value for years) to give policy holders freo health 
advice by mall, even offering to send diet lists for 
mailing policy holders, all free of charge. 


The aim of these insurance companies is to pro 


long the lives of their policy holders; they are pro 
bably doing so. There can be no question that the 
average policy holder will be more likely to submit 
to an occasiona^ examination if he knows It is all 
paid for anyhow and if he thinks the doctor who 
makes the examination is accustomed to doing that 
sort of thing.
